After  ah  unfortunate  expedition  to  Sicily 
which  created  a shortage  of  silver,  the  Athenians  were  compelled  in 
407  B.C.  to  convert  the  gold  statues  of  Nike  in  the  Parthenon  to  coin. 

This  was  done  towards  the  close  of  the  Peloponnesian  war  in  order  to 
equip  a completely  new  fleet.  In  406  B.C.,  the  situation  had  not  improved 
and  as  the  citizens  could  not  use  gold  staters  for  daily  transactions,  Athens 
resorted  to  bronze  tetradrachm  with  a silver  wash  as  a money  of  necessity. 

These  coins  continued  as  legal  money  for  13  years  until  in  394,  Conon  won 
a great  naval  victory  which  restored  Athens  to  prosperity.  At  this  time 
silver  was  declared  the  only  legal  tender,  thus  demonetorizing  the  "frogs" 
as  Aristophanes  referred  to  them.  Due  to  the  great  unpopularity  of  the 
"money  of  Necessity1'  very  few  survived.  A coin  the  state  of  ours,  with 
full  silvering  on  the  rev.,  one  with  this  amount  of  silver  is  almost  unheard 
of.  Most  of  the  "money  of  necessity1'  offered  today  are  fourrie;  contemporary 
forgeries.  The  real  "money  of  necessity1'  are  only  silver  washed,  not  plated.
